The future of the League of 
Nations Monetary and Economic)

it the reports of ifs two main com- 
mission which, in turn, are based 
on the reports of their many sub- 
committees, 


The Economic Commission has 
already completed its report, and 
yesterday afternoon the Monetary 
and Financia! Commission examin- 
ed the report of their Rapporteur, 
M. Bonnet of France in a pienwre 
session. 

It is stated that the initial ex- 
changes revealed the solution ‘of 
the majority of problems involv- 
ed and the necessity for settling: 
first, certain’ fundamental ques- 
tions. It was agreed after an ex-| 
change of views, that the solutions 
were for the moment impossible. !. 
and that in the circumstances, it 
was better to postpone discussion. 


“The Sub-commissions — ac- 
cordingly decided to concen- 
trate on the war-loan as likely 
to lead {o immediate results, 
and modified their programme. 
The first sub-commiasion, deal- 

ing with immediate measures, 
adopted a reesolution relating to 
indebtedness. Discussion of other 
subjects only proceeded 
-ough to outline the main problems, 

The second subcommission, on 
permanent measures, has adopted 
the five Tesolutions :already 
ported, dealing ‘firstly, with;
